Door and Killed.

Aronaetl from his .sUiihIk rs at 2 o clock 
In tho morning and shot through the

Btoidien Geer, a milkman, 60 yean old. 

Omt for aeveral yean had ooodouted 
an fitanaiYe dairy on the Chat-lMtEgra 
pike, a mile from the city, and was re- 
ported to be qaite wealthy. It is thought 
that the assassin's motive was not only 
mnrder, hot robbery ae well.

So noiH.y 
dld the animal lH>conie that Geer opened 
the door and tluew the dog out, when 
(ieer wits coutronted by the asHassm and 
killed.

LoNoo.N, March 7. - Lord Rosebery 
took formal possession yesterday after- 
noon of the offices recently occupied by 
the Right Hon. William E. QUkMottB 
as prime miaiater ot England. 

The n*w premier Hm vieited the chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, the Right Hon. 
Sir William Vernon Haroourt, and then 
paeaed into^. Gladstone'* tomna.«hinw 
be was conUally greeted, by the ex- 
premier as his successor. 

Lord Rosebery afterward drove to his 
residence in Berkeley square in order to 
prepare for the queen's orawingToom. 

The drawlngroom 'Which tlie new pre- 
mier attended was the smallest, so far as 
attendance is concerned, which the 
queen has held in years. This is remark- 
able from the fact that IU« uueeu will 
not hold another one until 1805. There 
were only 142 people presented and the 
ceremony only lasted an hour. Lord 
Bi^bery ooctipic»d ft conspicuous place 
near the queen, and other cabinet minis- 
ters were present. 

CONVICTED OF EMB EZZLEMENT.

GRKKNHBt'RU, Ind., Maich 7.— John 
P. Howard of Jennings connty is in jail 
here under sentence to two years in the 
penitentiary for embezslement, and will 
be taken to Jeffenonvllle the l&st of this 
week. Howard was a traveling agent 
for Cohen Brotliera of Lawrenceburg, 
and the circumstances under which his 
crime was commit^ are sad enough to 
plead in extenuation of the act. 

His two children died during the win- 
ter of diphtheria, and, being without 
means of iiis own, he approi.riated the 
flrin's money to ])»y the e.xptiiats of bur- 
ial, inteiidin.', he siiys, to pay it back as 
fast as he could earn it. The linding oi 
guilty compelled the court to seiiteiiie 
uiin to the peiiitentnuy. but the mini- 
mum time wa.s H.\ed. and the jud;4e and 
prosecutor assnnd him they would do 
what tbey could to secure bia pardon.

A Target Tower DciDolUlied by BeltiK

ately None of the Paeiengcra Were Serl- 
otuly Ii^ored, Thoofh Many Reeelved 
Ciitii and HriiUeH. 

Columbus, O., March 7.— The Penn- 
sylvania railroal special. No. 20, which 
arrived at Columbus at 8:10 p. m. and 
left at 8:20, met with an accident at 
Keod's avenue crossing, about two miles 
east of the city, at This is the 

solid vestibuled limited, and carries 
j)iis.sengers Tom t'liicinnati, St. Louis 
»ind the west to Ni w York. It is gen- 
t rally well crowdtd with passemcers. 

Till re is a tai>;et tuwer li)cal(*d at 
Keed avenue, which is two stones high, 
^nd from which the interlocking switch 
s.ppar.ilus is op. rat d. The train had 
just p.issi d the tower, at a rate estimated 
to 1 e abnit Jo miles an li-iur, when the 
last si' epei |\imixil th • track and was 
tiirown aLtaiu-st the taig.'t, being practi- 
cally smiksb. d into kii.dling wiKjd. The 
force and weight of the sieejier leaving 
the track pulled the other cars off. and 
the whole tram was dt railed, but none 
of the ( ars turm d over. 

At the time the train piussed the tower 
the crew of a y.ird engine were in tlie 

Sower waiting lu lu giii worij. The fire- 
nan of tuir- 11 ew. .lolin McCormick. 
was badly hurt; Fireman James Jenkins 
and Yariimji.ster Bert Woodward were 
also badly injnreil. Bi rt Cooper, tel- 
egraph op<-rator, i adly hurt: M. L. \v il- 
i'on, car inspector, Imdly hurt; C. O. H. 
D II, brakeman, injured— all of Oolam- 
ous. 

A telegraph pole standing near the 
tower was broktn oflP by the force of the 
sieep. r when it jumped the track and 
one end of it ran through the sleeix r. 
This allied m the destruction of the 
sleeper and pli.ced t!ie ) assengers in a 
moat perilous po iii i, Ihe car was 
well filled and onl^- a few had retired for 
the night. The greatest of excitement 
litevailed as the pas.s'>ngors were im- 
prisoned in the car and th j work of reR- 
cue was iuaugnrnteil. Assistance was 
promptly called from the Panhandle 
yards near! <y and the police patrols and 
ambulaiiceii responded, and ail iddad in 
th • rescue. None of the passenger.', were 
s riously injured, although many oi 
them have suifered cuta aula bruises and 
sereM shocto^

The main interest of the day centered 
about the discussion aa to the disposal of 
the Bland bill. Mr. Stewart gave notice 
that today at i o'clock he would move 
to take it up and make it the business 
before the senate UQtll di^^oSed of. Mr. 
Teller ahn spoke on the saine subject. 

After a brief executive session ua sen- 
ate adjourned at 6:20 o'clock.

In the House Monday Mr. Birkhead 

prcsenti'il a ro>-'ohition, which passed, 
calling lor an investigation, by the State 
Examinera, of the Jatlen, Olerka, Sheriffs 

and Master CoininisRioners for the failure 
to conform to the law requiring the re- 
port otfeeainoartainoaaeatobemadeto 
the Auditor. 

On motion of Mr. Scarry, a conference 
committee was appointed on the bill 
abolishing the State Board of Eqoaliaa- 
tion.
